HATCHET BOARD 

ADOPTS BY-LAWS 

Managers of the Corporation Meet 
And Discuss Ways and Moans. 

CUNNINGHAM TENDERS REPORT 

The controlling Board of Managers 
of The University Hatchet Inc., re- 
cently met in the office of the Legal 
Aid Society in the Masonic Temple 
and held a called meeting to adopt a 
constitution and by-laws for the main- 
tenance of a permanent governing 
organization. The regular matters 
of business were dispatched In a 
business-like way and the constltn- 
tion adopted. The resignation of 
Charles W. Holmes as treasurer of the 
corporation was laid on the table until 
the next meeting. Those present were: 
Ernst Schreiber, President of the 
Board; William C. Van Vleck, Sec- 
retary of the Board; Secretary Rich- 
ard Cobb; Dean W. C. Ruediger; and 
the Editors and the Business Manager 
of the Hatchet. 

The following is the constitution 
'adopted: 

BY-LAW8 OF THE UNIVERSITY 

HATCHET— A CORPORATION. 

ARTICLE L 
Board of Managers. 

Sec. 1. The affairs of this corpor- 
ation shall be managed by a board of 
seven persons, three of whom Aall 
be officials and four of whom 
be alumni of the George Washing- 
ton University. The name of «»>*■ 
board shall be the Board of Managers 
of the University Hatchet. 

Sec. 2. The members of the Board 
of Managers shall continue in office 
until removed by death, resignation, 
by vote of the Board aa hereinafter 
provided for or, in the case of mem- 
bers chosen from the University offi- 
cials, by severance of their connection 
with the University as officials there- 
of. In esse of vacancies occurring 
the Board shall have power to HO 
such vacancies by a majority vote of 
the members present at a meeting, 
provided that the membership of the 
Board shall always be constituted mi 
provided in Section 1 of this Article. 

Sec. 3. The Board of Managers 
have power to drop any member by 
a vote of not leas than four members 
present at a meeting, after notice that 
such action ia to be considered 
have been given each member by the 
Secretary, not less than two weeks 
preceding the date of the said meet- 
ing, and any vacancies so canoed 
shall be filled aa provided in Section 
2 of this Article. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Managers 
•hall hold at least one meeting In 
May of each year, the precise date and 
place to he fixed by the Chairman* 
Other meetings shall be called in thd 
discretion of the Chairman. Notice of 
all meetings shall be sent to each 
member by the Secretary. At all 
meetings of the Board of Managers a 
majority of the members of the Board 
shall constitute a quorum.

Arrangements have been made by 
the War Department for the estab- 
lishment of studfnts’ military lnstruc- 
ton camps during the summer of 1915, 
as follows: 

One at or near Chickamauga Park, 
from July 5 to August 8, inclusive; 
one at or near Plattsbnrg barracks, 
N. Y., same dates; one at Ludlngton, 
Mich., same dates, and one at or 
near the Presidio of San Francisco, 
Cal., from June 25 to August 1, in- 
clusive. The camp at Chicamauga 
Park will be established by the de- 
partment commander only if, in his 
opinion, the number of prospective 
students warrants such action. 

Purpose of the Camps. 

The object of the camps is to give 
the young men of the country op- 
portunity for a short course in military 
training, the better to fit them to 
discharge their military duty should 
their country ever Bt&nd in need of 
their services. All companies will be 
commanded by a selected regular 
army officer, or officers, who will be 
aided by subaltern officers and non- 
commissioned officers selected from 
among the students themselves. 

The regulations explain that these 
camps are designed for the instruc- 
tion of students in universities, col- 
leges and the graduating classes at 
high schools — and other schools rated 
as such — or graduates of the same. 
Applicants must he citizens of the 
United States.
